The facts 
adduced will be turned over to the 
state's attorney as a basis for crimi- 
nal prosecution should they warrant 
such action. 


That premature

might 
prejudice the 
state's case and the interest of jus- 
tice was the reason given by the 
coroner for holding the inquest in 
serect. 
He declared that such pro- 


cedure had 
been 
his practice in 


criminal cases during his IS years 
tenure of office and that the law 
upheld him. 


H. \V. Kelnay, chief inspector of 


the interstate commerce commission, 
which will begin a public inquiry 
here tomorrow, was present at the 
inquest.

was a duplicate of the locomotive which 011 June 12 smashed into a sleeping car ai Stamford, killing six.
